Marble and other natural calcareous materials, are conſiderably impaired, 
and. in time, totally defaced by the chemical properties of the atmol- 
phere; but the high degree of Fire to which this Artificial Stone is expoſed 
in the kilns, gives it a durability refembling Jaſper or Porphyry. FROST 
and DAMPS have *no effect upon it, conſequently it retains a ſharpneſs 
not to be diminiſhed by the changes of climate. On this account it is 
principally adapted for ScuLPeTURE, in the ornamental parts of Columns, 
Pyramids, Triumphal Arches, or other National works which are to be 
expoſed to the air; for Parks, Gardens, Fountains, Bridges, Tombs in 
Church-yards or Churches, decorations of Churches, either in the Grecian 
or Gothic ſtyle, it claims a ſuperiority of duration over any other material, 
either in this, or a more ſevere climate. And amongſt its other qualities, 
is its reſiſtance both of electric and common Fire; of the one, the 
partaking of the properties of glaſs in that reſpect, is a ſufficient demon- 
ſtration, and where it has been applied in buildings which have been 
burnt down, or damaged by Fire, ſuch as the Orduance Arms in the 
pediment of the Tower of London; a row of Houſes at Rocheſter, and 
other places, memorable teſtimonies remain that it has not received the 
ſmalleſt injury, on the contrary, Fire purifics it This Manufacture has a 
preference to Portland Stone in point of cheapneſs, eſpecially in propor- 
tion to the enrichment of the work. The general ſtyle of. execution 


will amply evince, that artiſts of the higheſt reputation, have been, and 
are ſtill employed, in all its deſigns. With no diſparagement of others, 
many acknowledgements are due to the genius and exertions of the late Mr. 
BACON, in the early years of its eftabliſhment, whoſe models now form 3 
conſiderable part of the collection. The Frontiſpiece at the Gallery, in 
particular, (ſo happily deſcriptive of the work,) we owe to a defign of

In common, with moſt original undertakings, the great expence in- 
curred for experiments neceffary to its perfection, leaves but an inadequate 
numeration to the Proprietor, who gratefully acknowledges, however, 
he liberal encouragement given to it, during its progreſs, by many of 
he Nobility, Gentry, and Architects of theſe kingdoms; and now preſumes 
offer ſome pretenſions to public fayour, as having formed a School for 
Artiſts, and brought to conſiderable perfection, a valuable Art, which, without 
unwearied perſeverance againſt prejudice and intereſt, had now been extinct, 


It might be thought unneceſſary or invidious, to take notice of the 
many compoſitions obtruded on the Public under the name of Artificial Stone, 


\nce the eſtabliſhment of this Manufactory, were it not for their invariable 


failure in time of Frosr, «ind being pointed out by deſigning pcople as the 
production of this Manufactory, endeavouring thereby, to deter Gentlemen 
dom introducing” it in their deſigns; or ſubſtituting in ſtead of it 
| natural ſtone or ſome other compoſition, in which they are more 


particularly intereſted, either perſonally, or with the parties carrying on the 
ſame, The gateway leading io Sion-Houſe, was executed by one of thoſe 
mitztors of Artificial Stone, it failed in the fir froſt, and has been repeatedly 
attributed to this Manufactory to its very great detriment ; beſides this, 


lere are various inſtances of a ſimilar nature in London and Weſtmin- 
ſer, and other parts of the kingdom. The Public are therefore moſt

reſpectfully requeſted to make previous enquiries, as well for their own 
ſatisfaction, as to prevent the injury which the Proprietor is continually 
receiving from ſuch miſrepreſentations, and to obſerve, that every piece 
of ſtone ſent out of the Manufactory, ſtill continues to have (COADE) 


indented on it. 
It is with peculiar gratitude acknowledged, that at an early period,

chapel; the Arms, & c. of the Trinity-Houſe, of the Barracks at Windſor, Feri, 
and Northampton; the Queen's Guard-Houſe in St. Jame's Park, alfo of the Bar- 
racks throughout Scotland, and different works in the gardens and on the 
Screen of Carlton-Houſe, moſt of which have followed theſe appointments;
